Tlic Braxman Divorce Case. 


From tho Washlngtoii Republican. 


A divorce has been granted to General 


John M. Brannan from Eliza Brannan. 
Tho history of this whole case is more like 
& romance than the narrative of sober facts. 
The parties were married in 1850, at Fort 
Columbus, New York. Mr. Brannan was 
an officer of tho United States army, and 
his wife, Mias Eliza Crane, was tbo daugh- 
ter of an array officer who resided with her 
mother upon Staten Island. After a few 
years Mrs. Brannan became so much alien- 
ated in feeliug and affection from her hus- 
band that eho resolved to leave him, and 
hence the mysterious disappearance from 
Staten Island, July 28, 1858, which was the 
subject of hundreds of newspaper para- 
graphs, and which remained a mystery for 
many months. Meanwhile, Mrs. Brannan 
held a correspondence with an intimate fe- 
male friend, who was en acquaintance of 
Captain Powell T, Wyraan, of the army, 
who was also somewhat acquainted with 
Mrs. B. He asked his lady friend one day 
to convey his regards to Mrs. Brannan, who 
was residing in Italy. The request was 
complied with, and a response came to him 
through the same channel. At length, a 
correspondence was opened between Capt. 
Wymau and Mrs. Brannan, and they be- 
came greatly enamored of each other. 
Capt, Wyinan asked for a Ittavo of absence 
in order to visit Europe. 
It was refused, 


and he resigned his commission, went 
across the Atlantic, and was soon after 
married to Mrs. Branuan, whose aversion 
to her lawful husband was so great that she 
had put an ocean between herself and him. 
Capt. Wyman, with what some would call 
a chivalrous feeling, wrote to Capt. Bran- 
nan, that, if he desired any satisfaction for 
the injury he had done him, he would give 
it. Capt. Brannan went to Paris with the 
avowed purpose, aa it was supposed, of 
challenging Wyman, but returned without 
meeting him ; and Capt. W. soon after 
came to Boston aud lived with the eloped 
wife, without any question of interference. 


When the 16th Massachusetts regiment 


was organized, Capt. Wyman, who was an 
excellent officer, was persuaded to take 
command of the regiment. Many readers 
will remember that Gov. Andrew found 
fault with the moral character of some of 
Gen. Butler's appointees, the General re- 
torted upon tho governor sharply by citing 
this case, where his excellency had com- 
missioned an adulterer. 
Col. Wyman'a 


regiment was attached to Gen. Hooker's 
old brigade, and fought through the penin- 
sular campaign under him, until the battle 
of Glendole—tho last but one of the aevon 
days' battles. In this battle (not at Fair 
Oaks, as the papers have it), Col. Wymau 
was shot through the breast, and killed.— 
His orderly removed the miniature of his 
wife from his bosom, where he had always 
worn it, and conveyed the body below Mai- 
vern Hill, and buried it upon the Haxall 
Farm.

Tbe Brannan Divorce Cage. 


From tho Washington Republican, 


A divorce has been granted to General 


John M. Brannan from Eliza Brannan. 
The hietory of this whole case is more like 
& romance than the narrative of sober facts. 
The parties were married in 1850, at Fort 
Columbus, New York. Mr. Brannan was 
an officer of the United States army, and 
his wife, Miss Eliza Crane, was the daugh- 
ter of an army officer who resided with her 
mother upon Staten Island. After a few 
years Mrs. Brannan became so much alien- 
ated in feeling and affection from her hus- 
band that she resolved to leave him, and 
hence the mysterious disappearance from 
Staten Island, July 28, 1858, which was ths 
subject of hundreds of newspaper para- 
graphs, and which remained a mystery for 
many months. Meanwhile, Mrs. Brannan 
held a correspondence with an intimate fe- 
male friend, who was an acquaintance of 
Captain Powell T, Wyman, of the army, 
who was also somewhat acquainted with 
Mrs. B. 
He asked his lady friend one day 


to convey his regards to Mi's. Brannan, who 
was residing in Italy. The request was 
complied with, and a response caine to him 
through the same channel. At length, a 
correspondence was opened between Capt. 
Wyman and Mrs. Brannan, and they be- 
came greatly enamored of each other. 
Capt. Wyman asked for a leave of absence 
in order to visit Europe. It was refused, 
and he resigned his commission, went 
across the Atlantic, and was soon after 
married to Mrs. Brannan, whose aversion 
to her lawful husband was so great that she 
had put an ocean between herself and him. 
Capt. Wyman, with what some would call 
a chivalrous feeling, wrote to Capt. Bran- 
nan, that, if he desired any satisfaction for 
the injury he had done him, he would give 
it. Capt. Brannan went to Paris with the 
avowed purpose, aa it was supposed, of 
challenging Wyman, but returned without 
meeting him ; arid Capt. W. soon after 
came to Boston and lived with the eloped 
wife, without any question of interference. 


When the 16th Massachusetts regiment 


was organized, Capt. Wyman, who was an 
excellent officer, was persuaded to take 
command of the regiment. Many readers 
will remember that Gov. Andrew found 
fault with the moral character of some of 
Gea. Butler's appointees, the General re- 
torted upon the governor sharply by citing 
this case, where his excellency had com- 
missioned an adulterer. 
Col. Wyman's 


regiment was attached to Gen. Hooker's 
old brigade, and fought through the penin- 
sular campaign under him, until the battle 
of Glendole — the last but one of the seven 
days' battles. In this battle (not at Fair 
Oaks, as the papers have it), Col. Wyman 
was shot through the brenst, and killed. — 
His orderly removed the miniature of his 
wife from his bosom, where he had always

The Milwaukee News thinks that ac- 


cording to the modern rule the Janesville 
•<}azeite ought to be ^squelched for saying 
that the President was " wroug " in revok- 
ing the order of Geu. Burnside, suppress- 
ing the Chicago Times. We claim no ex-' 
emptier, from such a rule. If what we say 
interferes with the proper and vigoroas 
prosecution of the war, and that being the 
•opinion of the commanding general, if he 
should issue such an order, it ought to be 
executed, and it would be wrong for the 
President to interfere, if the case should be 
as flagrant as that of the Chicago Times. 
We should ask no petitions, nor resolutions, 
nor weak-kneed telegrams from the Miss 
Nancy's of our party. 


Our doctrine is that in war the laws of 


war are supreme. Oar belief is that wo 
are now at war, the whole entire country, 
and that there is no place within the bound- 
aries of tbe republic where the court mar- 
tial may not take the place of civil courts 
and thrust aside the laws of congress, in 
all things pertaining to the war. 


Our belief farther is that the generals in 


command, subject to the President, are the 
only judges of the necessity of the time 
and occasion when such court martial or 
order may be properly issued, and no civil 
court can interfere. Wo believe the con- 
stitution authorises this when it provides 
for the raising, equipping and governing of 
armies, the suppression of rebellions and 
the repelling of invasions. Our conviction 
is equally clear that tbe constitutional guar- 
antees of free speech and a free press, ap- 
ply to peace, and not to times of civil war. 
That newspapers are no more sacred than 
any other property, and the right to use 
them only extends to commenting on the 
war, in aid of the war power iti the grand 
object of the whole country—that of over- 
coming the common enemy. Whenever 
they transcend this rule they should be 
suppressed, or " squelched," as the News 
baa :t. 


We do not think that simply saying the 


President is wrong, on a particular matter 
connected with the conduct of the' war 
would justify harsh measures, nor should 
the discussion ol his policy, with a view to 
a better one, having for its object the more 
vigorous prosecution of tho war be inter- 
ferred with. But the President and his 
generals are the judges of that, and are 
responsible to the people for prompt action 
when free speech becomes license, and 
when a free press clogs the wheels of war. 
As a member of t'he press we accord to the 
President this power, and only ask that ho 


* use it fearlessly when he deems if neces- 


sary to act; and we hope there will be no 
more orders issued to be revoked by the 
influence of the clamor of Ibea, or the 
fears of timid friends.

We left Sherman's landing, which is just 


above and in plain sight of Yicksburg, on 
Tuesday night, at 10 o'clock, June 2d, hav- 
ing been there and at Young's Point from 
the Saturday night previous. Both of these 
points are on the right bank of the Missis- 
sippi river, the former being at the mouth 
of the canal, and the latter opposite the 
mouth of the Yazoo river. 


At tbe time of our leaving, Vicksburg 


had not fallen, although every indication 
seemed favorable to that end. It is now 
completely invested by Qen. Grant, his line 
stretching around the city in length of 
twelve miles, his left flank resting upon the 
river belew the city, and the right upon the 
river above. He is safely ei^rcnched, and 
is daily strengthening his works until they 
have assumed formidable proportions.— 
Hundreds of cannon are pointing upon the 
rebel breastworks in tho rear of Vicksburg, 
while the mortar and gunboats occupy po- 
sitions a little above and below the left and 
right Hanks. The night-shelling from these 
ia brilliant and beautiful, although not very 
dangerous or destructive, judging from the 
numbers of tho tall church spiree and white 
dwellings thickly dotted all over the ter- 
raced hills, Tho deserteru and captured 
prisoners represent that but little properly 
has been destroyed, and but few lives lost; 
still it would seem too much like peace for 
all this war armament to remain silent. 
Desertions to our lines and captures are of 
daily occurrence, and all these men spenk 
of the strength of the rebel works, and the 
impossibility of our taking them by assault, 
but freely admit that it may be done by 
siege. They rely, however, on Johnston 
to extricate them, and seem to think he will 
bring forward a sufficient force for this pur- 
pose. 


It has been reported that the supplies of 


Vicksburg are almost exhausted, but from 
conversation with their own men, and the 
length of time they havo had to prepare, I 
am persuaded this is notso. At all events, 
I have no doubt that they have a thirty 
days' supply, and as they seem determined 
to hold out to the last, the surrender of 
Vicksburg may not be expected much with- 
in that time, but it is apparently doomed, 
and must fall, unless the fortunes of war 
are unexpectedly turned against us. How- 
ever much we may desire tho reverse, it ia 
by no means impossible for Johnston to 
give much trouble to our rear. Gen. Grant 
is sanguine of being able to repel any force 
he may send, and entertains no fears as to 
the result. 


A telegraphic communication has beau 


established along the entire line to each 
corps, with signals to the fleet and to Gen. 
Sullivan, who commands at Young's Point. 
Every order is given in this manner, and 
our own b.oat, (sanitary,) was under way 
iu ten minutes from the time it was given 
by Gen. Grant, fifteen miles distant. In 
fact, everything h&3 the appearance of 
great completeness. 


It baa been reported that Gen. Peinber- 


ton offered to surrender, a few days since, 
upon certain conditions named in the re- 
port. This is not so, and it was gotten up 
as a camp rumor. 


The rebel deserters and prisoners are well 


.clothed in gray and butternut colored suits, 
and seem to have been well fed. 


The canal here is a work of the most 


stupendous folly ever conceived by man, 
and was constructed in deGance of all laws, 
and upon the belief that an immense body 
of water, sweeping rapidly around a curve, 
might be checked and turned at right an- 
gles. 


Gen. Banks is reported to hold Port 


Hudson in the same manner that General 
Grant holds Vicksburg. 


The sick ave comftklably provided for 


in hospital boats, and at Hillikinsville and 
Young'a Point, in hospitals. 
Ice, howev- 


er, is greatly needed for the sick, and it 
eaunot be too earnestly hoped that a full 
supply will be furnished early, as tho 
weather is becoming vai-y hot; the water 
bad, and the sick increasing. • 


Almost the entire dista'nce from Memphis 


to Vicksburg—a distance of four hundred 
miles—is one track of desolation. All the 
plantations and villages arc deserted, and 
the u'olda aid laid vvasto and unplantcd. 
Not a human boing, white or black, is seen 
upon the banks of the rivor in all that dis- 
tance. But such is war. Hidden guerril- 
las are all along tho Arkansas shore below 
Helena, who fire upon the passing boats, 
which venders navigation hazardous. Two 
soldiers were killed yestprdayupon a trans- 
port, and seven wounded, in this manner. 
Our own boat was fired juto on its (Jovyn- 
wnrd trip, without injury to any one on 
board.

conversant with affairs a Port Hudson and 
in the department of the Gulf, who arrived 
here last night from New Orleans, we learn 
some interesting facts of the situation of 
Banks' army and its processes. Our in- 
formant left Port Hudson late in the eve- 
ning of Sunday, 31at. There had been no 
fighting of consequence aince the assault 
of the 27th, but Gen. Banks had been in- 
dustriously and rapidly contracting hid lines 
and approaching the rebel works. The 
wings of our army rested on or very near 
the river, both above and below. There was 
no possibility of reinforcements reaching 
the beleaguered garrison. Banks had mado 
up his mind to take tha place, and ho had 
the means to do it. The contest of tho 
27th'was very dcuperate and \ury bloody, 
the rebels fighting with the most reckless 
courage, and our men being not a whit be- 
hind in daring and pluck. 


Our informant corroborates the good ac 


counts heretofore given of the conduct of 
the colored soldiers. These sable warriors 
provoked the most frenzied hatred on the 
other side, and the rebels lent all their 
energy to their annihilation, nnd since the 
fight thoy have missed no chance to kill 
negro pickets. In one instance they pounc- 
ed npon a single black aeutry, captured 
and forthwith hung him. The bloody in- 
struction was quickly improved upon, tor 
almost within an hour some negroes got 
hold of a rebel picket and swung him up 
iu full sight of their murdered companion. 


Tho stories about Kirby Smith coming 


to the relief of Port Hudson are probubly 
erroneous. Smith is no doubt in Texas 
somewhere, or in Western Louisiana, cor- 
taiuly no where near Port Hudson, nor 
could he g^et across if he wore opposite. 


Col. Gneraou ia slashing around, uud 


was at last accounts up between Port Hud- 
sou and Vickaburg, tearing up railroads, 
destroying bridges, hunting for confederate 
stores, aud canvassing the state generally. 
It is understood that JOB Johnston was at

The end, however, ap- 
peared lo huve.arrived—tho garrison and 
inhabitants were iu a starving condition — 
their ammunition was also failing, and Or- 
tega having been disappointed in not re- 
ceiving expected supplies from Comoufort, 
who had attempted to cut his way through 
but failed. All combined seemed to render 
a surrender necessary. 


On the 17th Forey sent in a flag of truce, 


offering to allow the Mexican officers and 
soldiers to march out, the officers with side 
arms, providing they would give their pa- 
role not to serve against the French. 
This 


was refused by Ortega. 
Meanwhile he 


spiked the cannon, burst the gun carriages, 
and destroyed infantry arms, and then sur- 
rendered. Tho Mexican General Ilegules 
aud his aid, and also the ordinance officer, 
preferring death to being taken prisoners 
shot themselves dead. The advance of the 
French army was at the latest advices at 
Cholula, six miles beyond Puebla, on its 
way to the Mexican capitol. 


The Mexicans are very much embittered 


against Frenchmen, and all Frenchmen had 
been ordered to leave the capitol within 
eight days. The Mexicans will defend the 
capitol and its approaches to the last.— 
Groat enthusiasm for the cause prevails in 
that city. This account is from Mexican 
sources.

The Milwaukee News thinks that ac- 


cording to the modern rule the Janesville 
•<Jazette ought to be |squelched for saying 
*hat the President was " wrong " in revok- 
ing the order of Gen. Burnside, suppress- 
ing the Chicago Times. We claim no ex- 
emption from such a rule. If what we say 
interferes with the proper and vigorous 
prosecution of the war, aud that being the 
•opinion of the commanding general, if he 
should issue such an order, it ought to be 
executed, and it would be wrong for the 
President to interfere, if the case should be 
as flagrant aa that of the Clnieago Times. 
We should ask no petitions, nor resolutions, 
nor weak-kneed telegrams from the Miss 
Nancy's of our party. 


Our doctrine is that in war the laws of 


war are supreme. Onr belief is that we 
are now al war, the whole entire country, 
aud that there is noplace within the bound- 
aries of the republic where the court mar< 
tial may not take the place of oivil courts 
and thrust aside the laws of congress, in 
all things pertaining to the war. 


Our belief further is that tho generals in 


command, subject to the President, are the 
only judges of the necessity of the time 
and occasion when such court martial or 
order may be properly issued, and no civil 
court can interfere. Wo believe the con- 
stitution authorixcs this when it provides 
for the raising, equipping and governing of 
armies, tho suppression of rebellions and 
tbe repelling of invasions. Our conviction 
is equally clear that the constitutional guar- 
antees of free speech and a free press, ap- 
ply to peace, aud not to times of civil war. 
That newspapers are no more sacred than 
any other property, and the right to use 
them only extends to commenting on tho 
war, in aid of tho war power iu the grand 
object of the whole country—that of over- 
coming the common enemy. 
Whenever 


they transcend this rule they should be 
suppressed, or " squelched," as the News 
has :t. 


We do not think that simply saying the 


President is wrong, on a particular matter 
connected with the conduct of the' war 
would justify harsh measures, nor should 
ihe discussion of his policy, with a view to 
a better one, having for its object the more 
vigorous prosecution of tho war be inter- 
ferred with. But the President and his 
generals are the judges of that, and are 
responsible to the people for prompt action 
when free speech becomes license, and 
when a free press clogs the wheels of war. 
As a member of t'iie press we accord to the 
President this power, and only ask tlrnt he 


* wso it fearlessly when he deems if neces- 


sary to act; and we hope there will be no 
more orders issued to be revoked by the 
influence of tbe clamor of foes, or the 
fears of timid friends.

We left Sherman's landing, which is just 


above and in plain sight of Vicksburg, on 
Tuesday night, at 10 o'clock, June 2d, hav- 
ing been there and at Young's Point from 
the Saturday night previous. Both of these 
points are on the right bank of the Missis- 
sippi river, the former being at the mouth 
of the canal, and the latter opposite the 
mouth of the Yazoo river. 


At the time of our leaving, Vicksburg 


had not fallen, although every indication 
seemed favorable to that end. It is now 
completely invested by Gen. Grant, his line 
stretching around the city in length of 
twelve miles, his left flank resting upon the 
river belew the city, and the right upon the 
river above. He is safely e^renched, and 
is daily strengthening his works until they 
have assumed fortnidable proportions.— 
Hundreds of cannon are pointing upon the 
rebel breastworks in tho rear of Vicksburg, 
while the mortar and gunboats occupy po- 
sitions a little above and below tho left and 
right flanks. The night-shelling from these 
ia brilliant and beautiful, although not very 
dangerous or destructive, judging from the 
numbers of the tall church spires aud white 
dwellings thickly dotted all over the ter- 
raced hills. Tho desertera and captured 
prisoners represent that but little property 
has been destroyed, and but fow lives lost; 
still it would seem too much like peace for 
all this war armament to remain silent. 
Desertions lo our lines and captures arc of 
daily occurrence, and all theso men speak 
of the strength of the rebel works, and the 
impossibility of our taking them by assault, 
but-freely admit that it may be done by 
siege. They rely, however, on Johnston 
to extricate them, and seem to think he will 
bring forward a sufficient force for this pur- 
pose.

Gen. Grant 
is sanguine of being able to repel any force 
he may send, and entertains no fears as to 
the result. 


A telegraphic communication has been 


established along the entire line to each 
corps, with signals to the fleet and to Gen.

Our in- 
formant left Port Hudson late in the eve- 
ning of Sunday, 31st. There had been no 
fighting of consequence since tbe assault 
of Ihe 27th, but Gen. Banks had been in- 
dustriously and rapidly contracting hia lines 
and approaching the rebel works. The 
wings of our army rested on or very near 
the river, both above and below. There was 
no possibility of reinforcements reaching 
the beleaguered garrison. Banks had made 
up his mind to take the place, and ho had 
the means to do it. 
The contest of tho 


27th'was very desperate and very bloody, 
the rebels fighting with the uio&t reckless 
courage, and our men being not a whit be- 
hind in daring and pluck. 


Our informant corroborates the good ac 


counts heretofore given of the conduct of 
the colored soldiers. These sable warriors 
provoked the most frenzied hatred on the 
other side, and the rebels lent all their 
energy to their annihilation, and since the 
fight they have missed no chance to kill 
negro pickets. In one instance they pounc- 
ed npon a single black sentry, captured 
and forthwith hung him. The bloody in- 
struction was quickly improved upon, I'or 
almost within an hour some negroes got 
hold of a rebel picket aud swung him up 
in full sight of their murdered companion. 


Tho stories about Kirby Smith coming 


to the relief of Port Hudson are probably 
erroneous. Smith is no doubt iu Tc.xas 
somewhere, or in Western Louisiana, cer- 
tainly no where near Port Hudson, nor 
could he g^et across if he were opposite. 


CoS. Gricrsou is slashing around, aud

Thu situation remains unchanged. The

Our 
skirmishers held the line of Deep Run and 
Bowling Green road, while the enemy are 
in plain sight about one fourth of & mile 
further on. A battery is in sight but this 
is all wo can eee. No doubt tbe enemy is 
closely watching our movements, evidently 
hoping we may continue our advance and 
meet him on his chosen ground. I can say 
that depends entirely upon circumstance*. 
Our troops lay on their arms on the open 
plain, covered by several batteries of those 
fierce brasa Napoleons. They are in ex- 
cellent spirits. 


A large detail of men to-day were en- 


gaged in destroying the enemy's rifle pits 
on the bank of the river near where we 
crossed, the ditches being filled up and the 
banks leveled of, thus restoring the ground 
to its former level surface, and depriving 
the enemy of tho immediate use of this de- 
fense, and facilitating the passagu of our 
troops over the ground. No general en- 
gagement ia yet imminent. Indications, 
though not very numerous, that ere a week 
is over there may be noteworthy aewa, 
though from what quarter and in what 
shape none seem to know.

ing the Chicago Times. We claim no ex- 
emption from such a rule. If what we say 
interferes with the proper and vigorous 
prosecution of the war, and that being the 
opinion of the commanding general, if he 
should issue such an order, it ought 
(•> be 


«zecnted, and it would be wrong for the 
President to interfere, if the case should be 
as flagrant as that of the CEicago Times. 
We should ask no petitions, nor resolutions, 
nor weak-kneed telegrams from the Miss 
Nancy's of our party. 


Our doctrine is that in war the laws ol 


war are supreme. 
Our belief is that we 


are now at war, the whole entire country, 
and that there is no place within the bound- 
aries of the republic where the court mar- 
tial may not take the place of civil courts 
and thrust aside the laws of congress, in 
all things pertaining to the war. 


Our belief further is that the generals in 


command, subject to the President, are the 
only judges of the necessity of the time 
and occasion when such court martial or 
order may be properly issued, and no civi 
court can interfere. Wo believe the con 
stituticn authorizes this when it provides 
for the raising, equipping and governing o 
armies, the suppression of rebellions ant 
the repelling of invasions. Our conviction 
is equally clear that the constitutional guar 
antees of free speech and a free press, ap 
ply to peace, and not to times of civil war 
That newspapers are no more sacred than 
any oiher property, and the right to use 
them only extends to commenting on the 
war, in aid of the war power in the gram 
object of the whole country—that of over 
coming the common enemy. 
Whenever 


they transcend this rule they should be 
suppressed, or " squelched," as the News 
has 't. 


We do not think that simply saying the 


President is wrong, on a particular matter 
connected with the conduct of the' war 
would justify harsh measures, nor shoulc 
the discussion of his policj', with a view to 
a better one, having for its object the more 
vigorous prosecution of the war be inter 
ferred wilh. But the President and hi 
generals are the judges of that, and are 
responsible to the people for prompt action 
when free speech becomes license, anc 
when a free press clogs the wheels of war 
As a member of ['tie press we accord to thi 
President this power, and only ask that hi 
nse it fearlessly when he deems it neces 
sary to act: and we hope there will be no 
more orders issued to be revoked by the 
inflnence of the clamor of foes, or the 
fears of timid friends.

We left Sherman's landing, which is just 


bove and in plain sight of Vicksburg, on 
"ussday night, at 10 o^cloek, June 2d, hav- 
ng been there and at Young's Point from 
ke Saturday night previous. Both of these 
ioints are on the right bank of the Missis- 
ippi river, the former being at the mouth 
f the canal, and the latter opposite the 
mouth of the Yazoo river. 


At the time of onr leaving, Vicksburg 


md not fallen, although every indication 
eemed favorable to that end. It is now 
ompletely invested by Gen. Grant, hia line 
tretching around the city in length of 
welve miles, his left flank resting upon the 
iver belew the city, and the right upon the 
iver above. 
He is safely eolrenched, and 


s daily strengthening his works until they 
lave assumed formidable proportions.— 
lundreds of cannon are pointing upon the 
ebel breastworks in the rear of Vicksburg, 
while the mortar and gunboats occupy po- 
itions a little above and below the left and 
ight flanks. The night-shelling from these 
3 brilliant and beautiful, although not very 
langerous or destructive, judging from the 
umbers of the tall church spires aud white 
Iwellinge thickly dotted all over the ter- 
raced hi!ls. The deserters and captured 
>risoners represent that but little property 
ma been destroyed, and but fesv lives lost; 
still it would seem too much like peace for 
all this war armament to remain silent. 
Desertions to our lines and captures are of 
daily occurrence, and all these men speak 
of the strength of the rebel works, and the 
mpossibility of our taking them by assault, 
out-freely admit that it may be done by 
siege. 
They rely, however, on Johnston 


,o extricate them, and seem to think he will 
sring forward a sufficient force for this pur- 
pose. 


It has been reported that the supplies of 


Vicksburg are almost exhausted, but from 
conversation with their own men, and the 
ength of time they have had to prepare, I 
am persuaded this is not so. At all events, 
[ have no doubt that they have a thirty 
days' supply, and as they seeia determined 
;o hold out to the last, the surrender ot 
Vicksburg may not be expected much with- 
in that time, but it is apparently doomed 
and must fall, unless the fortunes of war 
are unexpectedly turned against us. How- 
ever much we may desire the reverse, it io 
by no means impossible for Johnston to 
give much trouble to our rear. Gen. Grant 
is sanguine of being able to repel any force 
he may send, and entertains no fears aa to 
the result. 


A telegraphic communication has i-esn 


established along the entire line to each 
corps, with signals to the fleet and to Gen. 
Sullivan, who commands at Young's Point. 
Every order is given in this manner, and 
our own boat, (sanitary,) was under way 
in tea minutes from the time it was given 
by Gen. Grant, fifteen miles distant. In 
fuct, everything has the appearance o' 
great completeness.

spoken before. 


At present, and indeed since ths assault 


cf the 2.3d, the rebels have maintained a 
uniform silence. They are evidently at 
work, like us, witii pick and shovel, and 
mean to give us " tit for tai," They have 
gangs of negroes chained together, to per- 
furm the labor on the defenses, for they 
can neither spare the soldiers nor permit 
the negroes to run at large. 


This is a fact, for oar camps ara peopled 


with negroes who joined us on the march 
from Jacksoo to Vicksburg, whence they 
came on passes issued by the commandant, 
and who assert that their fellows iu the city 
would be only too glad to escape into oar 
lines if they could. Negroes have been 
seen on their works loading their guns, 
from which ccr sharpshooters had driven 
the regular gunnera, and jt is evident that 
the negro is atill aa eletueui of »trc?Kth to 
the rabei .arm. I am repeatedly told that 
they arc tafcea in large numbers along with 
the rebel armies cu ite^r p^roh.sSj and 
that they perform all the labor of the c&uip 
and the field.

NEW YORK, June 9. 


The Tribune says : From a gentleman 


conversant with affairs a Port Hudson and 
in the department of the Gulf, who arrived 
here last night from New Orleans, we learn 
aome interesting facts of the situation of 
Banks' army and its processes. 
Our in- 


formant left Port Hudson late in the eve- 
ning of Sunday, 31st. 
There had been no 


fighting of consequence since the assault 
of the 27tb, but Gen. Banks had been in- 
dustriously and rapidly contracting his lines 
and approaching the rebel works. The 
wings of our army rested on or very near 
the river, both above and below. There was 
no possibility of reinforcements reaching 
the beleaguered garrison. Banks had made 
up his mind to take the place, and he had 
the means to do it. 
The contest of the 


27th'was very desperate and very bloody, 
the rebels fighting with the most reckless 
courage, and our men being not a wliit be- 
hind in daring and pluck. 


Our informant corroborates the good ac 


counts heretofore given of the conduct of 
the colored soldiers. These sable warriors 
provoked the most frenzied hatred on the 
other side, and the rebels lent all their 
energy to their annihilation, and since the 
fight they have missed no chance to kill 
negro pickets. In one instance they pounc- 
ed npon a single black sentry, captured 
and forthwith hung him. The bloody in- 
struction was quickly improved upon, for 
almost within an hour some negroes got 
hold of a rebel picket aud swung him up 
in full sight of their murdered companion. 


The gtoriea about Kirby Smith coming 


to the relief of Port Hudson are probably 
erroneous. Smith is no doubt in Texas 
somewhere, or in Western Louisiana, cer- 
tainly no where near Port Hudson, nor 
could he get across if he were opposite. 


Col. Grierspn ia slashing around, and 


waa at last accounts up between Port Hud- 
son and Vicksburg, tearing up railroads, 
destroying bridges, hunting for confederate 
stores, and canvassing the state generally.
